Since taking over the mSes* .the 
Non-ferrous Metals Administration has installed considerable new machinery and 
re-organiaed operations? consequently* production has increased considerably* 
Details concerning this mining complex are as follows? 

a. Daily output of the nine mines is about 2J>Q tons of tin ore* The refinery 
processes about 30 tons of ore daily* and turns out 8 tons of tin ingots 
per day* when the new tin refinery equipment* which has already arrived* 
has been placed in opex*ation* daily output of ingots will be approximately 
60 tons. 'The existing refinery equipment is all Soviet-made and was in- 
stalled after the Non-ferrous Metals Admini stration took over operation 
of this company. The refinery equipment which was formerly in use has all 
been removed and taken to. the Kuanehu&ng Tin Refinery for use there.
